COLLIDING CARS, 


A Frightful Accident on the Rome, Wa- 
tertown & Ogdensburg Rai:road—Sixteen 
People Killed. 





ALBION, N. Y., July 28. 

Eleven mangled bodies lay around the 
floor this afternoon of the little depot 
of Carlyon Station, upon the Rome, Water- 
town & Ogdensburg Railway, located eight 
miles northwest of Albion, in Orleans 
County. Last evening a fearful wind, rain 
and thunderstorm raged in that section of 
the State, doing considerable damage. At 
Carlyon Station a freight car was standing 
upon a side-track, and was blown by the 
wind about 100 feet to a switch on the main 
track. Here it remained. At 9:40 o’clock 
last evening the express running between 


Niagara Falls and Thousand Islands, 
dashed into this freight car, 
causing one of the most fright- 


ful wrecks that has happened in this 
portion of the State for many years. The 
train was making about twenty miles an 
hour, and as it passed the station the head 
engineer saw the obstruction, blew for 
brakes, and with his fireman jumped as 
the train struck the car. The forward en- 
gine plowed off the track on the south, 
the second on the north, turning over on 
their sides, where they were ground and 
broken into pieces. Thedestruction which 
followed beggars description. Besides the 
engine, the two baggage cars, day coach 
and four sleeping cars were ditched and 
terribly wrecked Four cars remained 
upon the track; allof them are said to have 
been well filled, and it is a wonder how so 
many as did escaped with their lives. The 
passengers were thrown into a heap of 
crushed timbers and a mass of bleeding 
corpses. From the wreck, enveloped in 
darkness and drenched in rain, moans and 
groans went up, mingled with pitiful ap- 
peals for help. Men, women and children 
were plunged beneath the overturned cars 
in an indescribable mass of mangled hu- 
manity, and from the wreck the white 
hands of ladies and the limbs of chil- 
dren protruded in such a manner 
as_ to make a most. sickening sight.

THREE THOUSAND LOST. 


The Town of Casamicciola, Italy, Swal- 
lowed up by an Earthquake—Three Thou- 
sand Lives Estimated to Have been Lost. 

LONDON, ENG., July 29. 

The town of Casamicciola, near Naples, 
was almost entirely destroyed by an earth- 
quake last night. The neighboring towns, 
Forio and Lacceameno, were greatly dam- 
aged. One hundred persons, more or less 
severely injured, have arrived at Naples 
by steamers. 

It is impossible to give the number of 
dead at Casamicciola. In the latest ac- 
counts the number is estimated at three 
thousand. The Hotel Picciola Sentinella 
sank into the earth and buried many in- 
mates. Some of the inhabitants of the 
town escaped to sea at the first shock and 
made their way to Naples with news of the 
calamity. The center of the area of the 
shock was the same as that two years ago, 
but the radius was wider. The shock was 
felt at sea, and according to some accounts 
even at Naples. 

The ground opened in many places, while 
in other places there was no movement. 
Water gushed out of 6 em Several 
boilers in a bathing-house burst. The thea- 
ter, a wooden structure, was literally torn 
open, allowing the audience to escape. 

At Lacco there are many dead and 
wounded. At Forio churches were ruined, 
but no one killed. At Serrara fifteen were 
killed. All steamers plying between 
Ischia and the mainland were im- 
mediately chartered by the Government to 
bring the wounded from the island. 

Rok, July 29.—The Minister of Public 
Works has gone to Casamicciola to organize 
measures of relief. The shocks began at 
half-past nine o’clock last night. At that 
hour a majority of the people of the upper 
classes were at the theatre. Nearly all of 
the houses in town collapsed. It is esti- 
mated one thousand persons were killed 
and 800 injured. The impression produced 
by the disaster is indescribable. 

Naples correspondent of the Bersay 
liere telegraphs as follows: “I have jus! 
returned from:Ischia. Casamicciola, Lac 
co and Forio have been destroyed. These 
were three of the most 4 irony 4 commu- 
nities or the island, which was half over- 
thrown. The road between the town of 
Ischia and Casamicciola is impassable.” 

Stories told by survivors are horrible. 
Many Romans having villas at Ischia are 
known to have been lost. The dead are 
fearfully mutilated. In some cases corpses 
are plainly discernible through the ruins, 
but they can not be extricated. It is sur- 
mised that some persons are still alive in 
cellars. A correspondent telegraphs this 
afternoon that judging from reports al- 
ready at hand the calamity will infinitely 
exceed the Chico earthquake in 1881. 

The syndic of Casamicciola telegraphs as 
follows: The shock came with irresistible 
violence and was accompanied by deafen- 
ing noise. The confusion in the theater 
was fearful; lights were overthrown and 
set fire to the building. A dense cloud o! 
dust filled the air, and cries of pain and 
terror were heard on all sides. On hearing 
the shouts of “To the sea!”’ a general rush 
was made toward the shore; and every 
boat and floating thing was taken by 
assault. :

WITHOUT A JURY. 


A Montana Despcorado Hanged by a Mob 
at Miks City—The Town Partially Do- 
stroyeu by Incendiari: s. 

f St. Paul. MENN., July 26. 

A Mil ‘s City special says that a party ot 
masked men proceeded to the County Jail 
yesterday, overpowered the Jailer, and 
seized a man named Rign:y whom they 
took about a mile out of town and hanged 
to the projecting end of a railroad tie over 
aculvert. Rigney had been jailed the day 

before for disorCe-ly conduct, and bore a 

reputation asa hard citizen, having been 

accused 0 robbery and other crimes. He 
was a la‘tender in the saloon of the 





Cosmopel.t in Tueater. Two hours 
after he was hung the _ tlea‘er 


burst into flames, and was com- 
pletely destroyed, with six other build- 
ings, among ,whi-h was a large drug store. 
The progress of the fire was arrs'ed by 
the brick buildinzy of the First National 
Bon‘x,otherwise the entire block would have 
been destroyed. The total loss is estimated 
at $50,000. It is generally thought that the 
fire was the work of an incendiary, iu re- 
taliation for the hanging of Rigney. 


LATER DETAILS OF THE LYNCHING. 


Later advices from Miles City show that 
the fire occurred first and the lynching af- 
terward. The fire broke out in the Cosmo- 
poiitan Theater, which was in a mass of 
flames nearly as soon as discovered. Next 
the flames fell upon a row of three small 
buildings, occupied by Marrill as a Junch 
counter, Brown’s tobacco store and Sish- 
op’s Side-board saloon. These were totally 
consumed. The fire quickly spread ty the 
next building, which was known as Flick’s 
Hall, owned by Charles Bishop. This 
building, being of pine logs, gave out a 
great heat, and the fire here gained so mnuch 
strength that the block at onetime was given 
up for gone. From this building it spread 
to the large and handsome store of Bisenick 
& Bros., stationery and general dealers, 
and in a few moments what was a magnif- 
icent structure was a total wreck. The 
next buil ding to succumb to the flames was 
the drug store of W. E. Savage & Co.,a 
large two-story frame building adjoining 
the First National Bank. It was also 
quickly destroyed, and by the frantic ef- 
forts of the citizens the fire was here 
stopped. The bank building, being of brick, 
interposed as a barrier to the further ad- 
vancement of the fire. The loss is estimated 
at various figures, by some as high as 
$100,000. 

After the sxcitement of the fire was over 
apaity of masked and determined mena 

roceeded ta the jail and took therefrara 
3111 Rigney, who had been incarcerated a 
few days before for threatening to assault 
the daughters of a worthy family named 
Brown. He was found in the cell, and af- 
ter some trouble was taken out, a rope put 
around his neck and he was taken to the 
railroad bridge over the Tongue River, dis- 
tant about a half mile, and hanged.

Slain in the Street. 
JACKSON, GA., July, %. 

Information of a shocking murder in the 
upper part of Monroe County, near Union- 
ville, has reached this place. Charles 
Wright, a young man of twenty-one years, 
son of Dr. James F. Wright, of Unionville, 
met W. J. N. Hane in a public road near 
that village and shot him three times, 
killing him instantly. The causes 
leading to the affair appear to be as 
follows: On Tuesday Mr. Wright was in 
Forsyth until late trying to sell his horse 
and buggy, stating that he wanted funds 
with which to go West. While driving 
along a dark road after night he ran into 
Cap E. Hane, a younger brother of the 
murdered man, doing damage to his own 
vehicle, after which both young men pro- 
ceeded on their way. Next morning Charles 
Wright and his younger brother started to 
the shop with the buggy for repairs, and en 
route met W. J. N. Hane accompany- 
ing his brother Caper on the way 
to church. As soon as_ the two 
buggies met Charles Wright began 
to quarrel with the younger Hane about 
their collision of the previous night, and 
soon drew a pistol, with the apparent in- 
tention of shooting him. The older brother, 
W. J. N. Hane, sprang from his buggy, and 
getting between the two buggies endeav- 
ored to act as peace-maker, begging Wright 
to put up his pistol, as they were unarmed, 
Wright drew his pistol upon the older Hane 
and fired three shots, the first passing 
through his hat, the second striking his 
head and the third entering his breast and 
inflicting a mortal wound. Wright then 
sprang from his buggy and_ fled. His 
younger brother, William Wright, ran back 
up the road, and met at a short distance 
Levi Alexander, and told him his brother 
had killed a man, and continued his flight. 
Upon Mr. Alexander’s arrival he found 
Hane dead. Charles Wright, the murderer, 
has not yet been arrested, and is supposed 
to be making his way West.

Bridge Demolished. 





DETROIT, MICH.,July, 26.7 

A calamity which was threatened at 
Grand Rapids the past two or three days 
took place this morning. An immense jain 
of logs extending up Grand river for miles 
has been lodged against the bridge of the 
Detroit & Grand Haven Railroad, near the 
city. *It has been hoped that the bridge 
might resist the tremendous pressure, 
but it succumbed this forenoon and 
went down with a crash. The bridge 
of the Grand Rapids, Indiana, Chi- 
cago and Wést Michigan followed suif. 
Millions of feet of logs have gone down 
the river with the flow, and are almost 
certain to continue down, sweeping every- 
thing before them, going into ke Michi- 
gan. If this proves true, a large additional 
number of logs will be carried out at Grand 
Haven, as well as destruction of all bridges 
there. The ultimate losses, it is feared, 
will reach many thousand dollars.

Dreadful Work ofthe Ischia Earth- 
quake. Many Women and Children 
Victims. A Night of Terror, 





Narzes, July 30.—King Humbert has 
gone to Casamicciola. The search of the 
ruins for the bodies of victims of the earth- 
quake on the island of Ischia was continu- 
ed Jast night. All the bodies recovered are 
buried immediately to prevent miasma. An 
eye witness describes the scene at the thea- 
tre at casamicciola when the earthquake 
oecurred as an awful one. The curtain had 
just risen when a tremendous shock was 
felt and a fearful roar followed and the 
ground rocked like the sea in a storm. A 
great cry of terror arose from the audience, 
who were thrown inte heaps and a large 
number of them were buried beneath the 
timbers of the building which fell upon 
them. Two’ more shocks occurred. All 
who could, rushed outside of the theatre, 
and hurdreds of persors clambered into 
trees in the vicinity for safety. Most of 
the people, however, escaped to the shore 
where bonfires were lighted as signals of 
distress. Hundreds of half naked men and 
women, wild with terror and grief, ran to 
fro among the ruins with torches during 
the night searching for missing friends. 

NUMBER OF KILLED EIXED aT 4 000. 

Lonpon, July 31.—The only Ameriean 
known to have been injured by the earth- 
quake, on the island of Ischia on Saturday 
night last, was Miss Vannallen, and sbe 
was only slightly hurt. It is now siated as 
certain that 4,000 persons perished. The 
stench from the dead bodies of human be- 
ings and animals is almost unbearable,— 
Many more lives might have been saved if 
a larger force of rescuers had been availa- 
ble earlier. Muny persons who were heard 
groaning during the night were dead be- 
fore they could be reached and carried to 
places of safety. 

SAVING THE LIVING—THE DEAD. 
Nap.es, July 30. —Midnight—T wo thous- 
and soldiers digging in the ruins saved 
1,000 lives up to mid-day on Sunday, and 
exhumed 24 persons alive ou Monday. The 
dead at Fario number 300, at at Lacedame: 
no £00 and at Tonbana Serrara 200. ‘Twen- 
ty-four children perished in the Miserico- 
dia asylum. 

THE ISLAND. 

Ischia is a beatiful little island lying at 
the north entrance to the Bay of Naples. — 
It contains some 26 square miles, and its 
circumference is about 19 miles. It is of 


volcanic origin, like most others along that 
part of the Mediterranean shore, It is 
mountainons, Mount Epomeo rising toa 
heighth of 2,600 feet. This mountain is 
the highest point on the island,: and on its 
summit there are twelve inferior cones, 


from each of which the last volcanic erup- 
tion took place in 1302. The soil is fertile, 
and the scenery beautiful with its variation 


ofstop rocks and sloping hills, villages 
noctling om their busvumis aud Druvhks :un- 


ning through the valleys rich with verdure. 
Most of the 
cultivated land is used as vineyards. All 
the southern fruits, corn and oils are pro- 
duced in profusion. Iron and sulphur are 
the most important minerals found there, 
and bricks, tiles and pottery are manufact- 
ured at Casamicciola. The chief attraction 
of the island is, however, its thermal 
springs of mineral waters, which are reck- 
oned among the most efficacious in Europe. 
Tourists arrive all the year round to drink 
and bathe in its healing waters.

Nova Scotians never tire in their praises 
of Kings Co., so a few words jn regard to 
its shire town may not prove uninteresting; 
especially as there are many points of stri- 
king similarity between this distant pro- 
vincial village and Huntsville, our own 
little “Gem of the South.’ 

The clear, sparkling waters of the Corn 
wallis River, flowing ou toward the Basin 
of Minas, bring fresh to our minds the 
bubbling and the tumbling of the Big 
Spring, while the projecting cliffs, fringed 
with low-hanging trees and tangled masses 
of vine, make the illasion more complete. 

Kentville is indeed a charming village— 
abounding in long shady avenues winding 
up the sides of the heights and affording 
many beautiful sites for tbe residences scat- 
tered along the terraces. 

The Workshops of the W. & A. Railway 
are located here, and a considerable busi- 
ness is carried on, owing to the large farm- 
ing communities surrounding the town on 
all sides which have no other convenient 
market.

—Jumbles which will keep a month 
are made thus: One pound of butter, 
on° pound of sugar, two pounds of flour, 
three eggs, nine teaspoonfuls of water, 
three of baking powder, with salt and 
flavoring to suit the taste. Roll them, 
and bake in a quick oven. 

—Clover must not be allowed to get 
too ripe before it is cut, or it will lose 
all the leaves in handling, and there will 
be nothing left for the cattle to eat but 
dry stalks like sticks. The time to cut 
is when one-third of the blossoms begin 
to turn brown.—Prairie Farmer. 

—To move an old bull without dan- 
ger of his hooking, bring his nose high 
in the air by a check-rein attached to 
the ring in his nose, and passed under 
a belly-band and made fast to a crup- 
per.

—No ordinary amount of drying will 
prevent hay from becoming musty if 
ventilation is shut off during the sweat- 
ing process. Ifa hole is cut through 
the floor at the bottom of the mow near 
the center and under a ventilator in the 
roof, anda barrel placed over it and 
drawn up as the hay is mowed in, thus 
leaving a hole from bottom to top, evap- 
oration will be facilitated and the qual-

—The secret of success in making 
white sponge-cake is the thorough mix- 
ing of theingredients. The flour should 
be sifted, in the first place; then sift the 
flour and sugar together, then the one 
small teaspoonful of baking powder. 
For one loaf use eleven eggs —the whites 
only are required—one large cup of 
flour, and one and a half of sugar. If 
possible do not open the oven door 
while the cake is baking.—Exchange. 
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The Improvement of the Corn Crop. 





Corn is the king crop of this country. 
Its aggregate yearly product is about 
double that of all other grain crops of 
the country combined. No other crop 
serves so many purposes as food forman 
and animals. It is also the staple for 
the production of starch, glucose and 
whisky, and to some extent is supersed- 
ing barley in the production of beer. 
Our crop last year, regarded as a short 
crop, aggregated 1,600,000,000 bushels, 
while the total of the crops of wheat, 
oats, rye, and barley were but 813,000,- 
000 bushels. It adapts itself to nearly 
every condition of soil and climate from 


_ Maine to Texas and from Lake Superior 


to the Gulf of Mexico. 

There is no other crop of which the 
yield per acre varies so much according 
to the condition of the soil and the cul- 
tivation given it. By special prepara- 
tion of the soil and extra culture crops 
of over 100 bushels per acre have been 
grown, showing what the capabilities of 
the crop are. But as shown by the 
statistician of the Department of Agri- 
culture for the last ten years the aver- 
age product per acre for the entire 
country has been but twenty-six bushels. 
The maximum and minimum product 
per acre of ordinary field culture may 
probably be placed at seventy and ten 
bushels, though not unfrequently farm- 
ers have raised crops exceeding seventy 
bushels. But taking these as the ex- 
tremes the average yield ought at least 
to equal the average of the extremes, or 
forty bushels per acre. If this had been 
the average yiela last year our corn 
crop would have been nearly 2,400,- 
000,000 instead of — 1,600,000,000 
bushels. There is no doubt that 
within the next ten years. the 
farmers of the country could easily 
bring up the average yield to at least 
forty bushels per acre. Most of the 
causes of light yield are within the 
power of the farmer to remove. They 
are poor soil and seed, slovenly prepara- 
tion of the grounght and after sr ete 
wet weather, drought, intense frost, the 
ravages of destructive insects, and de- 
structive storms. Of these all but the 
three last are either wholly or measur- 
ably under control of the farmer to 
remedy. If the soil is poor feed it with 
stable manure, clover or other green 
manure, or the commercial fertilizer. 
It can soon be brought into good con- 
dition. Poor seed is inexcusable un- 
less as in the past year in many parts 
of the country the germinating power 
of the corn is injured. In or inary 
seasons selection of seed at the proper 
time and the careful housing of it will 
insure good seed. Thorough tile drain- 
age is an effectual insurance against 
loss by drowning out, and almost 
equally so from injury by drought. 
Frosts and destructive storms are be- 
yond human control, but our agricultu- 
ral entomologists will probably be able 
to point out methods by which the farm- 
er can at least in part protect his 
crops from insect ravages. The most 
potent cause after all of small yields is 
probably imperfect cultivation. No 
crop so quickly responds to or pays 
better for a frequent stirring of the sur- 
face, and perfectly clean cultivation 
during the growing season, and no crop 
is subjected to such slovenly manage- 
ment as can be seen any day it the fall 
in riding through the country on a rail- 
road train, and seeing cornfield after 
cornfield with the weeds growing as high 
as the corn. Though corn has been 
grown by farmers ever since the first set- 
tlement of the country, and previously 
by the aborigines, there are yet many 
things in regard to the proper methods 
and cultivation that have never been 
satisfactorily or authoritatively settled. 
—Farmer’s Review. 7

TORNADOES, 
Scientifically Accounted for, and Some 
Remote Causes that Produce Pain- 
ful Results Explained. 








The following synopsis of a lecture de- 
livered by Dr. Horace R. Hamilton before 
the New York Society for the Promotion of 
Science contains so much that is timely 
and important that it can be read with 


both interest and profit: 

There is probably no subject of modern 
times that has caused and is causing 

eater attention than the origin of torna- 

oes. Scientists have studied it for the 
benefit of humanity; men have investi- 

ated it for the weliare of their families. 

t has been a vexed subject long consid- 
ered, and through all this investigation the 
cyclone has swept across the land carrying 
destruction to scientists as well as to the 
innocent dwellers in its track. One thing, 
however, is certain; the cause of the cy- 
clone must be sought far away from t.e¢ 
whirling body of wind itself. Its resuits 
are powerful; its cause must also be pow- 
erful. Let us therefore consider a few 
facts. First, the appearance of a cyclone 
is invariably preceded by dark spots upon 
the faceof thesun. These spots, indicating 
a disturbed condition of the solar ie gow. 
necessarily affect the atmosphere of our 
earth. An unusual generation of heat in 
one part of the atmosphere is certain to 
cause a partial vacuum in another portion. 
Air must rush in to fill this vacuum. 
Hence the disturbances—hence the cyclone. 
This theory finds additional confirmation 
in the fact that tornadoes come during the 
day and not at night. Thedark spots upon 
the surface of the sun, whatever they may 
be, seem to cause great commotion in the 
atmosphere of the world, and it is almost 
certain that the extremely wet weather of 
the present season can be accounted for 
on precisely this basis. Is it reasonable 
to suppose that the marvelous effect of the 
sun on vegetation and life in general shall 
be less than upon the atmosphere itself 
through which its rays come? The cause 
is remote, but the effect is bere. 

After describing some of the terrible ef- 
fects of the cyclone, the speaker went on 
to say :— 

This rule finds its application in nearly 
every department of life. An operator is in 
San Francisco—the click of the instrument 
manipulated by his fingers, in New York. 
Tke President makes a oa stroke of the 
pen in his study at the White House, and 
the whole nation is aroused by the act. An 
uneasiness and disgust with ever ything in 
life, commonly called home-sickness, is 
felt by many people, when the cause is to 
be found in the distant home thousands of 
miles away. Anuncertain pain may be 
felt in the head. Itis repeated in other 
parts of the body. The appetite departs 
and all energy is gone. Is the cause neces- 
sary to be found inthe head? The next 
day the feeling increases.
